• tioa. The Councillor acted with pluck 
kud decision in maintaining his rights. 
"With xespeot to, the financial condition 
,p! ,t^_e City we are assured tbat tbo 
Mayor's statement was wild and tbat 
Btt'eitifaSinaliqri.pf the books will show 
the City bte assets largely in excess of 
its liabilities, this may or may not 
be so. The public Vfill sustain us when 
'we sayi&it dense - ighorance pievails 
everywhere as to the true coudlilou uf 
the Civic exchequer. This ignorance 
Ariflfis from the fact that the doors of 
, iW^Ooundi lire, cl9qed .when the most 
, '.l^nportant .matters oonpected with tho 
" gdyei^ment of the City are' under dis- 
puflsion. ' The little scraps of intelli- 
gence tliat reach the ratepayers' eyes 
in the form of reports are only on 
unimportant matters. The instant a 
question virtually affecting the credit 
of tho city ia broached the Council 
go into Committee of the Whole and 
tho public and reporters are excluded. 
Thiaoouree is illegal. The law says 
that the proceedings of all meeting.s, 
unless specially called, shall be 
public; but the practice of holding 
: flecrot meetings has continued for 
Bomo years, and will continue, wo 
Bupposo, until some ratepayer shall 
carry the Corporation into tho Su- 
preme Court under a writ ol quo warranto. 
Now, the Mayor has lifted a bit of the 
curtain and the ratepayers haviDg;had 
a peep are not likely to be satisfied 
^jfithoutthe. fullest information. Last 
session the Provincial Government 
caused the passage of an Act tbat 
permits them to direct the audit of 
the books of a Municipality. We 
«abmit that the time has arrived when 
a Government Auditor should thor- 
oughly examine the books of- tho 
City ot Yictoria. Tbo Mayor has said 
that ♦here are $4,090 coming duo 
shortly, that the borrowing powers of 
the Cily are at an end, and that tho 
City is bankrupt! Is not tbis au 
alarming state of affairs ? A city of 
5,6lJ0 iubiibitants with an annual re- 
venue of ^GO, 000, with no public ini- 
proveuients uuderweiijh nni\ no heavy 
draft (that the ratepayers are aware 
of) on its resources, knocking i t the 
door of the Bankruptcy Court for want 
of $iOUO. Surely, it is time that a 
dotiiHud were made on the Corpora- 
tion lo rondot an account of their 
stewardship to the Groverumout.

Vienna, Sept. 29.— The wai^'^pftfty 
hero uiook all allusions to peace.

Tho same correspondent says ac- 
counts of operations at front aro con- 
fu.sed. Both sides claim tbo victory. 
They say the' Sei^Tianfara constructing 
winter quorters. Should war contin- 
ue there will bo nothing but raids 
during tho Winter. Field ojjerations 
must bo deferred until spring when 
the war party expects Russia will bo 
on the ground for tbo great campaign 
which is to bring her to Constantino- 
ple. 

Bklohade, Sept. ^20. — Servian forces 
under Goul's TcheruayolY and Popa- 
vich simultaneously attacked the 
Turks on Thursday and drove them 
beyond Tescbito. During engage- 
ment Servian artilbiry fired 9 caissons 
of gunpowder in the Turkish ainmuni- 
tiou depot and caused fcarf.il havoc 
among the Turks. It is Ktalod tbat 
tho Turkish army i^: now threutoned on 
three sides. The fichting lasted until 
eight lost night and was resumed this 
morning. 

London, Sept. 30. — Tbo 'Standard's' 
correspondent at Belgrade telegraphs 
tbat battle of Thursd ay was a glori- 
ous victory for the Turks. Tho Turk- 
ish army was all day under lire from 
the whole lino of Servian redoubts 
and battoriob „u;oi> ct,.«h;h in a semi- 
the afternoon the Turks assumoil tno or 
circle of 20 miloa and have 100 guns.

A watchmaker in Thurso having 
obtained a verdict for £50 damages 

from the Thurso Commissioners for 
injuries sustained by falling over a 
dust heap iu tbo street, now tbronteus 
to declare tho town bankrupt if tho 
money is not forthwith paid. The 
Commissioners protest that they have 
no funds. 

In London a man named William 
Rowley has been sentenced to fiifteen 
months' imprisonment with hard labor, 
for having, by a skilful arraugoment 
of hidden pipes, stolon 3,tJ80 feet of 
gas from the service pipes of the 
London Gas Light and Coke Company.

Deceased and his brother had a 
farm near Mud Bay we believe. 

On Monday aftoruoon, 25th Sept., the 
Ijody of J. Abbott, well known as one of 
tho old pioneer successful miners of Cari- 
boo, was brought down by canoo from 
Tolegrapli Creek. It appears that while 
putting wood in a stove ho was buddenly 
altackoJ^willi lio.ut disease and expired 
before heip could bi given him. Ho was 
buried the following day at Wrangel; the 
service wa.s read by the chaplain of the 
tiiika garrison, aud a. largo number of 
miners lollowed tho roinauis tiy tho grave. 

Several partii's were expected at Wran- 
gel from the Takoo dihtrict, 80 miles 
north, where th.-y liavo biiou prospecting. 
As they liav.i not been heurd of for somo 
timo. It is to be hoped thoy have struck 
it.

May it please the Court: — We the Grand 
Jurv a<.aombled in the District of Cassiar 
iu the Province of British Columbia bog 
to congratulate your Lordship upon your 
safe arrival in this remote portion of Her 
Majesty's Dominions, and feel gratified 
the calendar is void of any serious olTenco; 
and although your Lordship explain- 
ed the reason of the delay of tho 
arrival of tho Court, yet wo trust tho Gov- 
ernment will in future use every en- 
deavour to prevent recurronce of snoh de- 
lay, as many pordons have been put to 
great iuoonveaience and ozpense thereby. 
A genera} feeling of disconteot, iexiBts m 
thia cjminuDity from the fact 41iat wo 
have no reprosontutivo in tho Local Logis- 
luturo, noiwithstanding our population 
and large contributions to tho public re- 
venue, wliich, iu comparison to othor 
districts, more than justify us iu asking 
for such representation. We beg strong- 
ly to draw your attention to the absolute 
need of commodious Gonrthonse pro- 
miaos, with accommodations for both 
judge and juries at Laketown. Hitherto 
there has been no satisfactory or regular 
mojl contract given out for this District, 
in conscquouco of which no confidence 
can be placed in thatall-importaot depart- 
ment of Govorument oonttol. We must 
ali-o bring to your notice that although 
from two to three hundred men winter in 
this District yot no communication what- 
ever, so far as regards tho Postal Depart- 
ment is concerned, is h»d with tho out- 
side world for six dreary winter months, 
entiiihng serious loss of time and 
money, and interferiog; strongly with 
tho permanent settlement of the country. 
It is well known that cxtansive auriferous 
tracts yielding comparatively moderate 
returns exist in the district which at jire- 
Bont are not workable owing to the high 
price of i^rovisions; it is tlioroforo impor 
tant for the development of the rosourcos of 
the country that Buppliotf should be sold at 
s low rate, and the present means of t/ans- 
portatiou not admitting of this we think 
ovory imlueenient should bo given to o&v- 
riors to inaugurate some other mode, and to 
effect this we recommend the Govern nient 
should ailow all morcliuudiso uleighod 
over tho present or any now route to (Jas- 
siar to pass free o{ tolls, and thereby in 
some measure recompense those who havo 
tho energy and enterprise to accomplish 
this object; ami moreover, aa it will bo 
unneces.-iuy to employ many mou on tho 
trail this next Htasou, w;> liopo tho Gov- 
ernment will see tho oxpodioncy of re- 
ducing, if not altogether abolishing, tho 
toll. Both miners and traders on Tiiiburt 
Creek ' urgently debiro a sum of money 
should bo expended to extend the exist- 
ing trail (built attboir.own cost ond la- 
bor) so us to roucli Berry Creek, adistanoo 
of about six miles from tho Landing, as 
the miner4 iu that inportant seotion of the 
district have to pick thoir provisions, 
tools, <tc., on their backs the best way 
thoy can over wing dams and side hill. A 
record-book of mining traosaotions^j ex- 
cepting tho laying" over 'df eloims,^ should 
bu'kopt at Thibort Creek Of oi Lakeronn 
by Bomo competent non-official, thereby 
saving much expense and time at protoot 
incurred journeying to and fro. A resi- 
dent oouHiablo ia also required tbero. Tho 
hoalth of the commanitar ol .this District 
is geuiu-ally good, but many case^^ natur- 
ally arise where proper diet, nursing and 
medical treatment are necessary, the t'x- 
ponso of which bus hithorto boon defray- 
1 od by public Hubscription, which is a 
great tax on miuers. We tlioroforo, siig- 
gost a sum of mouey ohould bo placed in 
tho hands of the Gold Oommissioiior to 
relieve worthy indigent oasas at bis dis- 
cretion. In consd^$09.Ml^^-£$|Wts- 
n«ss of the district from the penitentiary 
we rocommond that a strong gaol bo oroct-

th.iak a small fire-engine is very-mScii re- 
quired at Laketowni' where largo stocks of 
merohahdise are sfored during tho long 
winter for spring supplies; n subsidy is 
therefore earnestly requested in support 
of same. McDamo's Creek depends en- 
tirely on Lakotown for her supiilios, 
which aro freighted down tho Doaso Ri- 
ver by luoauB of small boats. Tho navi- 
gation of thia rivQtis extremely danger- 
ous in conscuWbeaioS of the numoroua snags 
drift piles aifQ overhiinging trees, wnicU, 
for a few hundred dollars could bo clear- 
ed away; and as an cxcitcmont is likely 
to take place uoxt season to Rapid Rivor 
tho subject deserves espociul attention. 
Au officer ahould bo appointed to inspect 
weights and meaaures. We visited tho 
gaol, which is a small building' '18x12, 
divided into threeapartments— onofor the 
constable and two for the prisoners. We 
doem it thoroughly inadequate for tho re- 
quiremenls of the district, and trust somo 
proper building will bo erected in its 
stead. It cannot bo doubted that Cassiar 
District ia a most important ono in 'this 
Province, both as regards- its oommeroo 
aud the largo amount of^fe^dnue derived 
from its mines. Heretofore tho Govern- 
ment has almost entirely overlooked tho 
necessary reqiiirementb of tho community 
and we trust that in the future somo por- 
tion of the public funds of tho Province 
may bo usefully expended here, and that 
the Court will give its most, earnest ,pon-

— This was a chargo of breaking jail and 
prison breaoh. It was provej fcbui the 
]jrison«>- i^^cu latsen iuto custody un- 
der a proper warrant for a violent assault; 
tho ofUcura had given tho prisoner every 
opportunity to procure bail, and his 
friends hud thought it better he sliould be 
detained in custody. While preparing a 
cell, Brick-top made bis escape tioia offi- 
cer Redgrave. The jury found a verdict 
of guilty. Sentence: 3 months' imprison- 
mont. 

Regina vs. Peter Marlin, alias Brick-Top. 
This was a case under a second indict- 
ment for assaulting an officer in the 0x0- 
oution of bis dutv. Tho evidence proved 
that after tho escape from prison he was 
pursued by officer Redgrave, and after an 
obstinate resistance, in wdiieh the officer 
was very soverelj' handled, he was re- 
captured. The jury brought in a verdict 
of guilty and ho was sentenced to twelve 
months' hard labor, to tako effect upon 
tlio expiration of the former seatonco. In 
passing sentence His Lordship remarked 
»everely upon the conduct of the prisoner 
and advised bim in the future to mend 
his ways. The prisoner has for a long 
time held a very bad character in the disr 
triot. 

The Conrt sat until Saturday evening 
and disposed of a number of civil suits in 
the Supreme and County Coorts before
